NEGROES AGAIN REGISTER IN 
CAROLINA 

Atlanta. Ga.— The unrest which ha 
been fell in certain South Caroline 
localities recently, over the prospect of 
the Negro vote becoming once raor 
a political factor in elections in tba 
stale was emphasized at the registra- 
tion offices in Charleston last Ue-a- 
day, when voters registered for the 
ci/y general election of December 3 
I The registrars experienced muck 
more difficulty in completing the resj 
juration* than -in a gTeat while. I 
is felt in Charleston that ihis wa 
due in some measure to the numbe 
of Negroes in line. 

There were not, as a matter of fact 
» large number ol Negroes who reg- 
istered, there being perhaps a scor 
out of about 350 persons. In. Charles 
ton, however, il is regarded' as re 
mirkable that there should have been 
any Negroes in line on that day 
Whatever may have been the reason 
to the Charleston News and Courier 
il "ought to be more or less illumi 
naling to those people who are un 
Jecthe mistaken idea that the Ne 
gro has permanently laid aside po- 
litical ambitions. He hopes the sot 
idarily of the whites will be tennl 
natcd some day, with the possibility, 
that in every election he might holi 
the balance of power." 

Nothing will be more remarkabl 
than that the Negroes should do ju* 
that thing through the educaliona 
and property tests. They arc male 
ing greater progress each year.

It was born in slavery and 
bred in the institution*. which race antagonisms have, here. and there, 
establi>hed, and its continued practice after the abolition of slavery is 
for the mere purpose of permanently placing the stignia of inferiority 
upon a race that has been downtrodden. ij~\ , 

Segregation must be met with hard blows. It may be a velvet 
glove, but it must cover Hands of steel. Speak out ! Cry aloud ! Don't 
beg. don't beseech, but demand, insist. Stand upon the Constitution 
and your patriotism. There is a Pariah class in India who acquiesce 
in their own segregation and degradation. They consent to live apart 
in cities and towns; they will not pass through' the streets where a 
lirahman live.*; they do nt>t approach to anything that is pure, and 
lucre (hey aTc doomed, or doom themselves, to the most abject ami 
humiliating lift- at drudgery and proscription. 

[>o we mot sec this Negro Pariah in the colored leader who tells 
his people' not to protest against segregation, but to stay apart and live 
by themselves in the cities and towns? 

This segregation movement is riot based on social circumstances 
or vocation, as in India, but ori color. This prejudice to color is the 
bulwark and cornerstone of the segregation idea. Nothing is said 
about the criminal tendency of the races; nothing about the unclean- 
liness or disorderly character of the residents, but simply that the Ne- 
gro be forhidden to live in certain blocks on account of the racial pro- 
portions of the population. There seem to be no amends for the crime 
that we are colored. No incomparable skill or experience, no hero- 
ism on the battlefield^ for the American flag, no heights we may have 
-caled in genius and learning, can avail against the deep damnation 
that brutal race hatred assigns to our colpr. 

America cannoi afford to wound our loyalty, to insult our devo- 
tion to the flag, to disrespect our toil and patience. There is not a 
right that we enjoy that was not won at the point of the- sword. There 
is not a step that we have made forward in civilisation that has not 
been the result of the races inherent moral and intellectual hardihood 
Our citizenship was not a gift, but a prije that we won. Upon this we 
stand, Upon this we declare, we demand, we insist, having faith in the 
sober second thought of the American people. Let us, then, get busy, 
(all a mass meeting, have the Mayor make' a speech and give impetus 
to a broad and open Campaign against Segregation.
